CULTURAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

Plant  four  inches  deep  in  rich,  well  prepared  garden  soil,  double  or  single 
rows,  six  inches  apart.  Give  frequent  and  good  shallow  cultivation.  Watering 
helps  during  dry  weather.  A few  rows  of  Gladioli  planted  in  the  flower  or 
vegetable  garden  will  be  a great  pleasure  for  three  months. 

Cutting  Bloom.  Leave  at  least  four  leaves  when  cutting  to  develop  bulb.  If 
cut  when  first  blossom  opens,  cut  off  half  inch  of  stem  each  day  and  give  fresh 
water  and  they  will  open  to  the  tip  end  and  last  a week  or  more. 

Digging.  Keep  varieties  separate  and  well  marked.  Dig  after  first  light  frost; 
cut  off  tops  and  let  dry  in  shade  for  a week  or  more.  Store  as  you  would  potatoes. 
Keep  bulbs  well  ventilated,  remove  bulblets  and  plant  one  inch  deep  thickly; 
they  will  bloom  the  second  year.
